EXCHANGED SHOTS 
WITH “HOLDUP” MEN 


Dr. E. E. Holtzen, of Smithton, 
had 
a 
thrilling 
experience 
about 
10:30 o’clock Sunday night in which 
he exchanged shots with supposed 
holdups at the foot of the Otter- 
ville hill about a mile and a half 
east of Otterville in the Lamine 
river bottoms. 
Dr. Holtzen was returning from a 
professional call south of Syracuse, 
w'hen the supposed holdup men, 
in 
a sedan pulled up behind his car. 
passed him and after crossing the 
railway 
tracks 
between 
Syracuse 
and Otterville stopped by the road­ 
side then pulled up behind his car 
again. 
Dr. Holtzen states when he 
reached the decline of the Otter­ 
ville hill headed toward home the 
lights of the car behind w'ere flick­ 
ered and thinking the occupants de­ 
sired to pass he pulled over close 
to the railing. 
Thus crow'ded the 
car pulled alongside and one of the 
men getting out threw a gun down 
on him. 
A shot was fired through 
the door of the Holtzen car and 
went through the lower part of Dr. 
Holtzen’s 
overcoat 
and 
embedded 
itself in a cushion. 
Dr. Holtzen with a 
.45 
calibre 
automatic opened fire through his 
windshield an4,.jis the holdup men 
fled, he fireu fh e shots at their 
car in rapid succession. 
He states 
he is confident two of them struck 
their mark as lie could see sparks 
from the steel jacketed bullets as 
they struck the sedan as it sped 
west towards Otterville. 
Vision was very poor Dr. Holtzen 
states owing to a heavy fog prevail­ 
ing in the

William T. Morarity, 49 year old,

Mr. Morarity recently had been 
suffering with influenza and fear 
that he w'ould become incapaciated 
following the illness is believed to 
have caused him to take his life. 
In the morning he went to the 
farm yard and w'orked for awhile 
he attended to his stock at the 
barns and returned to the house, 
and appeared to be In excellent spir­ 
its, stopped and talked a second 
with his family and then w^ent up­ 
stairs. 
A shot w'as heard and one 
of the older sons rushed to the top 
of the stairs just as a second shot 
was heard. 
Mr. Morarity walked a 
few steps and collapsed. 
He left no note nor said any­ 
thing to any members of his family 
as to why he should take his life.

W. T. Bishop, coroner, w'as called 
from Sedalia and after viewing the 
body and making a brief investiga­ 
tion decided that an inquest w'as 
not necessary as it w'as evident It 
was done with suicidal intent.

Dame Nellie Melba, Fam­ 
ous Prima Donna, Died 
at Sydney, Australia 


SYDNEY, Austrailia, Feb. 23,— 
The curtain was rung dow'n today 
on the life of Dame Nellie Melba, 
one of the purest sopranos grand 
opera has ever knowm, after w'eeks 
abed with a strange illness which 
baffled her physicians. 
Seventy one years old, the fam­ 
ous prima donna for several days 
had fought a losing battle with a 
skin malady picked up in Egypt 
and aggravated by a long journey 
home from Europe before Christmas 
and the extreme heat of the Aus­ 
tralian summer. 
Friends believed 
she 
hastened 
her own end w'ith insistence upon 
spending Christmas in her native 
Australia, disregarding the advice 
of her physicians in Europe under 
w'hose treatment she w'as grow'ing 
better. She became ill again aboard 
ship and had to enter a hospital 
at Sydney before proceeding to Mel­ 
bourne. 
She 
was 
happy, 
how'ever, 
in 
spending almost her last days in 
Melbourne 
near 
w'here 
she 
was 
born, and from which she took her 
stage name, Melba. 
Her real name 
W'as Nellie Porter Mitchell, changed 
by her marriage in 1882 to Arm­ 
strong. 
Know'n to all the world was the 
successor to Patti and Jenny Lind, 
Melba sang last in America at the 
New York Metropolitan in Faunt in 
1917-18, and after that w'as seldom 
heard in public. 
She w'as said to 
h.*ve retained the purity, sw'eetness 
and flexibility of her voice almost 
until the time of her deaht. 
Her life w'ith Captain N. F. Arm­ 
strong, her husband, w'as not en­ 
tirely happy. 
Shortly after birth of her son, 
George Nesbit Armstrong, she be­ 
came separated from both, and in 
April, 1900, Captain Armstrong, ob­ 
tained a divorce. 
She later became 
reconciled w’ith her son. 
She was made a dame of the 
British Empire in 1922 in recogni­ 
tion of her war work. 
In 1930 she contracted the disease 
which brought her death.

LOUIS, Feb. 23.—The Post- 
Dispatch today published a detail­ 
ed account, “from an authoritative 
source,” of negotiations for return 
of $822,000 worth of stolen bonds 
to the Grand National Bank, suc­ 
cessfully concluded last Friday by 
Joseph L. Lemon, a membw of the 
state legislature, as special attor­ 
ney for the bank’s insurance com­ 
pany. 
Lemon said he was willing to 
give all the details to the circuit 
attorney, if asked to do so, and dis­ 
close the name given him by the 
man with whom he dealt for the 
bonds.

dealt W'ith one man who communi­ 
cated W'ith him by telephone and 
arranged four conferences betw'een 
December 1 and January 8. 
The 
first conference was in the lobby 
of a Chicago hotel, the others in 
drug stores and on street corners 
in an Illinois city less than an 
hour’s drive from St. Louis. Start­ 
ing with a demand for $250,000, 
the 
man 
reduced 
his 
figure 
to 
$125,000, W'hich was agreed upon. 
'When Lemon first met the man, 
the new'spaper 
said. 
Lemon 
told 
him at once that his client, the 
insurance company, w'ould not deal 
with thieves and would make no 
promise 
to 
withhold 
information 
from 
the 
authorities. 
The 
man 
agreed to these conditions, declar­ 
ed he W'as not one of the robbers 
and did not represent them, adding 
that the securities had long since 
passed out of the robbers’ hands. 
He described himself as a business 
man from a city other than St. 
Louis or Chicago and said he w'as 
prepared to negotiate for return of 
the bonds for a consideration. 
The bonds were handed over to 
Lemon by the man on tw'o succe.«- 
sive days, about January 8, and 
W'ere taken to a vault in the First 
National 
Bank 
here 
where 
they 
remained 43 days until turned over 
to the Grand National Bank.

Millio ns o f do llars hav e 
recently been appro priated fo r ro ad wo rk 
and will be spent this y ear. 
In the begin­ 
ning o f o ur great highw^ay dev elo pment 
it was necessary to use practically all 
general ro ad funds fo r main highway s. 
Farm ro ads were largely left to take care 
o f themselv es. 
No w to get the mo st v alue fro m o ur 
main highway s it is imperativ e that all 
feeder ro ads be dev elo ped as rapidly as 
po ssible.

Labo r in 
the cities has suffered fro m co mpetitio n 
and o v er-supply and that situatio n do es 
no t help the market fo r the farmer. The 
farmer has suffered fro m labo r scarcity , 
which has greatly increased his pro duc­ 
tio n co sts. 
There has been lack o f bal­ 
ance between city and 
co untry 
labo r. 
Tho se who , no t being able to make a liv ­ 
ing in to wn, return to the land, are no t 
likely to increase 
the 
o v er-supply o f 
staple cro ps. 
They 
are, rather 
small 
land o wners o r tenants who depend o n 
po ultry and mino r cro ps fo r subsistence.

A 
taxpayer owning 100 shares of the 
X corporation, who purchases ano­ 
ther 100 shares and within 30 days 
thereafter sells the first purchased 
stock , can deduct any loss claimed 
to hav e been sustained from the 
transaction; if he sells the entire 
200 shares, a gain or loss 
from 
both transactions is thereby rea­ 
lized at that time; and if he sells 
the stock included within the sec­ 
ond purchase, a gain or loss is 
realized.

“W hat is the best time of the 
year to sow grass seed?" 
Usually, ev erybody decides that 
they want to sow some grass seed, 
and they buy the seed, and sprink le 
it ov er the lawn, and then wonder 
why 
they 
don't 
hav e 
a 
lawn. 
While you can plant in the spring, 
and get good results, the natural 
method of seeding, Is In July or 
August. 
The seed ripen and fall to 
the ground, and usually get well 
started before frost hits them. 
Spring planting in March or April 
is the next best time. 
It is far 
better to top dress your lawn with 
plain black soil, no manure added, 
for the reason that you will more 
than lik ely plant weeds and other 
obnoxious growths. 
Rak e the top 
dressing In your lawn to giv e a 
seed bed, and then sow your seed 
in March or April. 
It Is v ery Im­ 
portant after you mak e this seeding 
to k eep the top dressing moist. If 
it dries out, just as the seed are 
germinating, you will k ill the young 
grass.

000 hydro-electric project as it en­ 
abled a force of 4,000 to 5,000 men 
to rush the wmrk while the river 
was at a low stag e, resulting in an 
estimated saving of $1,500,000. 
Elaborate precautions were tak­ 
en ag ainst 
disinteg ration 
of the 
dam. 
Every crack and seam in 
the rock upon which the dam rests 
was filled with cement under pres­ 
sure. 
A soldered copper sheet be­ 
neath the upstream surface g uards 
ag ainst seepag e, while throug h the 
dam run leng ths of perforated cast 
iron pipe to carry off water which 
will find its way into the concrete 
in spite of everything .

vibrations from a 100-foot fall will

cago convicts who scaled the wail 
of the old state enitentiary in a fu­ 
tile dash for liberty.
